Virden 
today is as quiet as a 


country t churchyard. 
Two Catling 


guns on the public square and in- 
fantrymen on each corner are the 
only evidences of yesterday outside of 
five coffins in the front yard of the 
O'Neill home containing the remains 
of five victims of yesterday's battle at 
the stockade of the Chicago-Virden 
Coal Co. -The coroner has impanelled 
a jury to endeavor to place the re- 
sponsibility for the shooting. 
$ 


The militia entered the stockade this 
morning and disarmed the inmates. 
There was no resistance and it is 
«ot thought there will be any further 
outbreak . The town is virtually in 
control of the state troops. The cor^ 
rected list gives ten 
dead and 20 


wounded. 


Virden, Ills., Oct. IS.—For two weefts 


theru has been a -report that a train 
with a large number of colored miners 
from Alabama would reach the city, and 
the Chicago and Alton dc.. 3t has been 
surrounded hy. vigilant miners' deter- 
minedly awaiting the arrival. "Wednes- 
day the Chicago'and Alton limited, due 
to pass here at 10 o'clock, shot through 
to Chicago an hour late, displaying flags 
on the rear, indicating that a special was 
following. Immediately the word was 
spread, and a dense crowd of miners lined 
the station platform, while another 
crowd collected at the entrance of the 
stockade, a half mile north of the sta- 
tion. D. B. Klley, a Chicago and Alton 
detective, stood guard at a switch at the 
south end of the station platform to see 
that it was not tampered with. At 13:40 
the special train passed the station and 
signal shots were fired from tbe south 
«hd of the train, announcing the spe- 
cial's arrival. 


Immediately shots were flrea from the 


moving train and outside, and the battle 
was on. A few moments after the train 
had passed the switch where Klley was 
stationed, and while h» was talking with 
two citizens, he threw up his arms »n« 
dropped dead with a bultet through his 
brain. He was the first man killed. Th» 
train continued to the stockade, the min- 
ers firing into It all along the route and 
the negro passengers returning the fire. 
The moment the train reached the stock- 
ade the miners opened a desperate flre 
with rlfl-s, revolvers and firearms of all 
kinds. 
The negroes answered with a 


steady fire. The miners and the train 
were enveloped In a cloud of smoke, and 
the shooting sounded like a. continuous 
volley. Engineer Burt Tlgar received a 
bullet In tire arm and dropped from Ms 
seat. His fireman seised the throttle, 
puljed it open with a Jerk, and the train 
was" under speed, carrying a load of 
wounded passengers to Springfield. 


The train stopped at the stockade but 


two minutes. 
Its departure did not 


cause the firing to cease. The tower of 
the stockade was filled with sharpshoot- 
ers armed with Winchesters, and they 
kept up a steady fire into the crowd of 
union miners. Eye witnesses say the 
dead miners were killed after the train 
had departed. 
It is not known how 


many men are stationed behind the 
walls of the stockade, but tfcey are esti- 
mated at between IB and 40, It Is claimed 
that six within the stockade were wound- 
ed, but those Inside refused to hold any 
communication with the outside and 
nothing authentic was learned. Word, 
however, WBS sent from the stockade to 
physicians In town that their s«rvlces 
were needed.

The supply and provision store of the 


Chic ago-Virden Coal company Is known 
as the Climax Trading company, with 
SupcrlnUn&iit J. V. liyater in charge. 
After the firing at the stockade bad sub- 
sided, an attack without a parallel In the 
history of the trouble was made on Eys- 
ter In his store one block from the depot 
which will probably cost him his life. He 
was sitting In his store when the tele- 
phone rang, nm he was instructed from 
the stockade to secure physicians and 
hurry them to the place. Eyster jumped 
Into his delivery wagon and, securing 
tw» doctors, rushed them to the mines. 
He returned to his store, climbed out of 
Ms wagon and was just enKrlng the 
door when the cry was raised that Mana- 
ger Fred Lukens of the mines was with 
him. A thn-n.f of Infuriated 
miners 


rushed toward the store. Eyster ran be- 
hind a' counter with a revolver in each 
hand. The miners pressed hard after 
him, and as J>sler sprang upstairs he 
euid the miners bsfUi shooting simul- 
taneously. He ran to the top of Ms 
hulldlng and Jump* Mhlnd a chimney, 
•Phils the miners ran Into the street and 


fire on Mm strain. Cnlng fjc 


from cover t'ftjioss to me root or another 
store, firing Into the street below as he 
ran. From there- he croseed to the roof 
of the bank of Virden. where he reloaded 
his revolvers. Blood was flowing from 
g. wound In his aide, but with dogged de- 
termination and against terrible odds, lie 
continued the fight. Jumping to thereof 
of a drug store he halted behind a pro- 
jection from the roof of the building: he 
had just left and emptied both hla six- 
chambered revolvers. Then springing 
from cover. Eyster dashed ahead amid 
the rain of bullets to the roof of the 
Steed building, the upper story of which 
Is known as Miner's hall. He either fell 
or juwped through the ~ skylight and 
landed in the arms of a crowd of miners, 
who seiaed him and carried him down- 
stairs to the street* Other hande seized 
the almost unconsciou&man and he was 
dragged Into the middle of the street. 
Policemen drove back the crowd and 
carried TSvster to the City square, across 
the strtet and laid him on the grass. 
Eyster was motlonl'&as and supposedly 
dead. The police left him lying'there 
and attempted to disperse the crowd. 


In a few minutes Kyslsr was seen to 


raise his hand and wipe the blood from 
his face. Two men sprang at him and 
withthe ferocity of tigers began Jumping 
on his body and striking him on the head 
with stones. With a yell the angry 
crowd charged into the square to kill 
Eyster. The police charged In a body 
and fought their way to the center of the 
mob, where tnsy took a stand over the 
prostrate, battered and bleeding man. 
A carrier was procured and Eyster was 
taken to a hotel. He had, been shot 
through the groin and is terribly bat- 
tered about the head.

The dead miners were removed from 


the vicinity of the stockade to hotels and 
stables, and the wounded miners were 
taken on litters to the station and sent 
•'to Springfield'. 


A reporter who secured admittance to 


the stockade found one dead and seven 
wounded. Two doctors were at work 
with the wounded/and communication 
with them wae prohibited. The stock- 
ade surrounds about 20 acres of ground' 
, In a square, is made of pine boards an 
Inch thick, s«t edge to edge, and is about 
12 feet high. On eaten of the) four sides, 
about midway, is a watch tower, con- 
taining a guard armed with a Winches- 
ter. There are three entrances, wWch 
are closely guarded by half a dozen 
armed sentries day and night. The fight 
occurred- at the east entrance. 


Arraignment of the Eleontl 


Virden, 111., Oct. 13.—"The blood of 


sjvery man shed here is on the gov- 
ernor's head," said Manager tuttcna 
after the tragedy. "He is absolutely 
outside of the law, and has no Justifi- 
cation whatever in refusing to n*nd 
troops. If this train had come in before 
the interview with the governor was 
printed there would have been no blood 
shed, as the m«ii knew they were* dis- 
obeying tne law ana had exhibited an 
entirely different spirit from what they 
showed after the Interview was pub- 
lished. • Most of them were Ignorant 
enough to believe that they had a right 
to do as the governor said they had. 


"His statement that the miner had the 


same right to fight for his property, 
which wae his labor, as the mine 
did to protect his property Inspired theaa 
men to the action which they took in 
firing upon this train as soon as It came 
Into our town. At least 500 shots were 
flred into that train by the time It 
reached the shaft, and no shots were 
flred from the train until at least 150 
shots were flred -into It, I think killing 
and wounding a good many of the peo- 
ple on the train. No shots 'were flred 
from the stockade until after several-of 
our men had been wounded. Several 
of the men came back wlthot^t having 
fired their guns at all. Most of the 
shooting was done by the guards on the 
train, who were authorised by tbe rail- 
road company."

William Derereux was a rising young 


lawyer of good family, married to «n ac- 
complished wife and pos&esaeil of a large 
mini her of admiring and devoted MoucX 
Indeed be wns one of fchoge mognutio prr. 
flona having the fortunate faculty of ni&l:- 
ing strong and loyal friends of nearly all 
who camo in contact with lUm. 


But in the town whoro he lived there 


was considerable dlghipntion of a cortmn 
kiutt. Devereux became a member of a 
choice circle of card players. He lost nic-i- 
ey of others with which ho bud been In- 
trusted. For a long time ho mnnnr;ed to 
keep this Btitw of affairs enr.mnleil by a 
sort of system of robblns Potor to pay 
Pan! ami to. meet his oliligntions u» th-y 
matured. But a pel iod uamo when Wil- 
liam Devereui renli^.t thnt these things 
could be conrat'r ! "o longer, and the dny 
of exposureniul i ^jrace came over nearer. 


It wan in tt.u t Id fashioned times when 
there were i o railroads, no telegraph, no 
moans nf travel save over ill kept roads, 
general'^ nn horseback. It was before the 
day vrlicn drafts, bills of exchange and 
Bimilar banking comeuiences (orlacilltat- 
ing mnnuy transfers had reached anything 
like modern perfection and payments were 
mode at a distance by sending the money 
Itself. 


It was alEO the custom of the various 


county collectors, and treasurers to make 
yearly trips to the state capital, carrying 
auch moneys aa had been collected in their 
districts on behalf of the state and the nec- 
essary papers and vouchers and bavo an 
annual settlement for the year's receipt! 
and disbursements. 


Now, 
at the time when Deverenx's af- 


fairs were inoit desperatarhls own county 
treasurer started out on horseback with 
the state money, a large sum, in a pair of 
saddlebags, to effect big annual account- 
Ing. 


On the road he was joined by a fellow 
traveler, who afterward was proved to be 
Devereux. They put up oiie night at a 
roadside tavern, occupying tho s.iuie room. 
Koxt morning the treasurer was found 
dead in bed, his throat cut from ear to ear. 
His companion had disappeared, nnd tho 
Mddlebagi, with their contents, were also 
mlMlng. The countryside was aroused, 
bloodKounde were brought out, and a fierce 
fibase of aome hours resulted In Dovereux 
being run down aud captured. There was 
no question but that he bad been the mur- 
dered man's companion the night before, 
but none of the missing money or papers 
was fonnd upon him. 


These werd the foots In the case. When 


the newa passed from traveler to traveler 
along the country roadsand finally reached 
Devereux'a tome town, there was a tre- 
mendous sensation, further heightened 
when the damning circumstances of hia 
business affairs oame to light and mada 
clear the motive of the crime. 


Nevertheless many of his Mends wera 


still loyal, strong family Influence was ex- 
erted la his behalf, the best lawyers wera 
employed, and ever; effort was made to 
free him from the consequences of bis aw- 
ful crime, all without avail. Be was 
tried, found guilty and sentenced to bo 
hanged. The higher courts decided against 
him on appeal The governor refused to 
interfere, and Dev'oreui occupied a cell In 
tho jail at the little town of St. Stephens, 
closely guarded, within a few days of the 
date appointed for his execution, with all 
prospect of escape seemingly out 
off. 


In aplt« of the enormity of his crima 
there began to be a great deal of sympathy 
for the man who lay in jallawalllngdeath. 
Bis youtb, bis handsome faee, bis grace- 
ful, dignified bearing, hla calm courage, 
bis perfect manner and bis unfailing per- 
sistence in tho declaration nf Us innocence, 
all combined to produce this effect. He 
expressed no animosity toward witnesses, 
judge, jury or prosecutor, simply stating 
that be was an unfortunate victim of re- 
uarkagle circumstances, from which he 
could blame no one for drawing the mis- 
taken inference of bis guilt. 


The sheriff who guarded him was of the 


number of those thns impressed, and in 
his secret heart deeply sorrowed at tho 
prospect of bis sad duty, altbougb he re- 
laxed not at all In vigilance and the adop- 
tion of every precaution to prevent es- 
cape. 


To this officer the prisoner frequently 


expressed the firm belief that ho would not 
be hanged. He assured him that, how- 
ever, he had no Idea of escape, other than 
by some divine Intervention which would 
establish his innocence and point out the 
guilty men. 


Not many days before the one fatal dny 


tho sheriff found the prisoner villbly agi- 
tated and In on excited state, noticeably 
different from bis usual calmness. In an- 
swer to the officer's question as to the rea- 
son Devereux gave the following explana- 
tion: 


"I have had/' be said, "a most extraor- 


dinary experience. It oame to me last 
night in the form of a dream, so real, dis- 
tinct and different from tho usual haiy 
dimness of ordinary visions that I believe 
It to botheprenumltlop of an actual event. 
I cnnnot rli! mjsclf of this iiupritesiua. I 
expect It may seem foolish to you or the 
result of the brooding* nnd half waking 
Imaginings of a man In my condition, but 


iverthelms I will t»II It to you. 
"Last night I dreamed 1 was standing 


on the aoaffoM facing thousands of people. 
The scene was as ml to me as th* actnal- 
Ity Itself. I had spoken a few words of 
farewell and was about to resign myself to 
your bands when suddenly by the exorolse 
of some new faculty or perception I saw 
the ml murderer standing In the crowd 
before me. I never saw him before, anal 
jet I knew him to be the man In wh«M 
stead I was about to suffer death. He was 
alight In build, with dark hair and eyes, 
a*xl neatly dressed. His features an In- 
delibly died In my mind. With this recog- 
nition my dntam faded aw«y. Tkm was 
Bo particular Intimation as to ray Art*, yot 
I feel Indeed as though God himself has 
spoken to mo and rsTssded the nbsolnt* ai- 
•nnnes of bis divine protection."

The day of the eiscuttou was a bnuf - 


ful, clear, cool October day. Thousands of 
people were In uttroduuce aud had fath- 
ered about the gallons. It was to be s> 
public banging, aud tlis multitude availed 
Itself of tho privilege of seeing a human 
being choked to death. As bus been Inti- 
mated, there wen niueh feeling and sym- 
pathy for the doomed man, much argu- 
ment as to the fallibility of circumstantial 
evidence, and a hundred vigna rumors In 
circulation suggesting bis Innocence. 


At lust D antux stood upon th* gallows 


platform anU faosct the people. There was 
BO man In all that crowd apparently so 
cool, so collected wild so much tho master 
of himself. He stsf ipsd forward to say a 
tow words of farewell His voice rang 
out In the stillness, clear, distinct and per- 
fectly audible to nil. 


"friends," be said, "this is not a fitting 


time to Indulge In vain protestations. I 
can but simply reaffirm that I urn not 
guilty, knowing well what would bo the 
consequences of a falsehood, standing, as I 
am, almost In theprasspeeof my Immortal 
God. I desire especially to relieve any 
man from t :e possible thought that he 
may buvv in^judfesl or wronged mo and 
might lutyo to meet my accusing words be- 
fore the gnat tribunal hereafter. It was 
a human error, thefcnult"— 


At this moment the speaker stopped 


short and leaned heavily against the rail- 
Ing. 
His (xrantenane*. faetntyed terrible 


oxoltament. His eyas atemed fixed on 
some ono in the crowd before him whtm 
he Indicated, bound as he was, as well as 
ho could, when bo fonnd his voice again, 
ha fairly shrieked: 


"There hols' Th* man of my dream 


— tho murderer. Stop him! Stop him!" 


He had pointed out a slightly built, al- 


most feminine looking young man, who 
littered a hasty exclanutton an4 attempted 
tn get away, but before' h* could do so was 
roughly sslrad and held by the crowd. The 
sheriff, almost besMe himself with excite- 
ment, rushed down from the scaffold, fol- 
lowed by half a dozen deputies. The young 
man was hurriedly searched there and 
then. Upon his person wera found a watoh, 
a pistol and certain papers of value well 
known to have been the property of the 
murdered treasurer. He seemed to give up 
at onre and in answer to exolted questions 
sullenly responded: 


"Well, Itsaems yon have me. I was a 


fool to eomo here. I demand of the officers 
protection from this crowd." 


Protection was needed. Like quicksilver 


a knowledge of the matter seemed to have 
permeated tho whole multitude. An In- 
nocent man was saved amd tb* guilty ap- 
prehended in the nick of time. Cries of 
"Hang the scoundrel'" "Turn Devereux 
loose!" aroso front sill sides, while the oOl- 
cere struggled fiercely to withstand th* 
surgeof theangrymob. There Is no know- 
ing what might have happaned had not 
Oevereux's voice arrested the movement. 


"Let the law take its course," he said. 


"For God's sake, do not be too rash I I 
Implore yon, as one who has been so near 
an Ignoble death by reason of this awful 
mistake, to let the sheriff take this man. 
Give him a fair trial, and may God forgive 
him for what be bus tried to do to me. " 


The words of no otbor man oonld have 


saved the new prisoner. 
The crowd gave 


way. The banging of Deveranx was out 
of the question. 
The populace would not 


have permitted it, and the sheriff wonld 
anyhow have folt justified In suspending 
the execution. 


The mob poured ap the gallows stairs 


and out the ropes, that bound Pevereox. 


The jail officers hurried their prisoner to 


the jail. Once there, the tatter made a full 
confession, which soMi became th* talk of 
tho streets. Nothing could b* done that 
was too goed for Oeverenx, who at first 
busied himself In counseling moderation, 
and, being satisfied of )U accomplishment, 
simply asked for two things. He wanted 
to go at onoe, he sold, and "bear Uie glad 
tidings back home to bis wit*. For this 
purpose he requested the loan of a good 
t.orse and, some money, a request which 
was enthusiastically gratified. At sunset 
Deverenx was mUee away. 
In the morning the new prisoner spoke 


to the sheriff when i that officer Was making 
the rounds of tbo jail. 
"I think, now/1 he said, "you had bet- 


ter let me go." 


This display of assurance caused tho 


sheriff to think tbo prisoner crazy. 


"I mean what I any," be persisted. 
"Send a woman here — your wife. I am 
not what yon think me. I am a woman. 
I am William Oavereux's wife. My pur- 
pose Is fulfilled. I have saved bis life, and 
bo is now far away. Tou can never catch 
him. 
He sent me word wher* I would 


find the things you fonnd on me, and I 
used them to deceive yon. " 


It was true. Devereux's prison man- 


ner, his talk, the dream, the denouement 
at the gallows, were all parts of a skillfully 
worked and snuoessfnl plot The chival- 
rous spirit of the time and country saved 
his wife from any punishment. Deverenx 
went to California, changed bis name, was 
joined by 'Bis faithful wife",-' prospered 
greatly and died not many years' ago the 
leading citizen of a thriving city that bore 
his false name.— Philadelphia Times.

Leader of the Libenils Advises Theia 


Ancient Spirit of Groat Brit- 


ain Not Dead* 


Intrtpid Spirit of a Untied People H» to Be 


(halt With. 


London, Oct. 13.—I*ord Rosebcrjr, ths 


Llbeial leader and former premier, 
while IM eliding at an agricultural din- 
ner in Epsom, iefeu»d ti» the critical 
HituaUon on the upper Nile. He said. 
"As I was responsible, ooth personally 
and ministerially, for the declaration oi 
Sir KUuditi Ui«>, on which the present 
policy in zesard to FiishoUa is founded, 
and as I havo no disposition to receda 
from a word or a syllable of that dec 
laralion, I feel bound to say a few guard- 
ed and, I hope, inoffensive words on a

U>RD AOSKBEBY. 


"There arc two or three consideration! 


In connection, with the question which 
mnkf It of supreme gravity, tha great- 
est bffng that, in face of a deliberate 
•warning-, that a particular act wouFfl be 
considered an unfriendly act, that act, 
in spite of great geographical difficul- 
ties, *i*>at haVdshlps^and 'almost insur- 
mountable obstacles, has been "delib- 
erately committed.

They have only to maintain 
the attitude revealed m the blue booh 
and the ration will make any sacrifice 
and go to any length to sustain then 
action. 


"On the other Bide of the channel the 


question of the flag is an element ol 
great gravity We all honor that flag 
and would uut wish it the slightest dis- 
respect, but, after alii g, flag is portable 
and I have some hope that the flag ir 
this case Is not the flag of France, bu 
of 
an Individual explorer, and 
not, 


therefore, Yiarrying the full weight ot 
the repub'ic behind It. 


"Among: the reassuring features is the 


fact that Mi. Delcasse, the French min- 
ister of foreign affairs, has received the 
representation? of Great Britain in a 
conciliatory spirit. Hy denying the ex- 
istence of a Marchand mission he has 
deprived Major Marohand of the of- 
ficial character which would give the 
hointing- of the flag a much more seri- 
ous aspoct. In spite of tho contrary 
statements of Captain Liotard 
and 


Major Marohand, I hope to find that the 
miHffion of Major Marchand, conducted 
far from French territory and acn 
territory to which France hag no etaim, 
though other nations have, will p>i 
to be of a local and not of an authorita- 
tive character. 


"In urging the suprema^ of Egypt 


In 
the territories temporarily aban- 


doned, we *re using not BO much our 
own^argunitnis as the arguments oJ 
French ministers an'd amtiasjtatlo'rfl'ol 
recent yeara. If Lord Salisbury and Sir 
Edmund Monson respectively use th< 
language employed by Mr. Hanotaux 
and Baron DeCourcel when I was in 
office, they will put the claims of Egypt 
to these territories in a manner so au- 
thoritative that It will not be in the 
power of any government to repudiate 
them." 


After mentioning the unlenabllHy of 


Major Marchand's isolated position, 
Lord Ros-ebery said: "These considera- 
tions load me t-o hope that the incident 
will be pncirtccily settled in a concilia- 
tory manner, but France must under- 
stand that there can be no compromise 
of the riffhts of Egypt."

Tho old Piiooalolans marked the launch- 


big of r:h«ir venturv.«>me vecaela with a 
uic^t elaborate ceremony, part of whhih 
^7o KtlH retain and use when we give to 
tbo waves one of our new batttaMhlpe. 
'J h'To wua more of poetry about their 
rlt«a, however. They hung garlands and 
wreaths of flowers about their craft and 
adorned tho nmrlnerg who were to uian 
her with floral crowns. A prlost with 
lighted torch and brirastouo purified tho 
ship and formally consecrated it to the 
god whoso linage It carried on its prow. 


Among the Greeks the custom was to 


Kleot a goddess by preference, and the 
launching ceroiuony waa in honor of her 
and tho god of the sea. The Itonmnii later 
adopted a lustration— a purification in the 
eyes of the gods they worshiped— which 
forms the basis today of our practice of 
baptism, a pagan custom reaching far 
back Into the centuries long before Christ. 


From the pagan custom of libations waa 


but an easy step to the wlno and water of 
Christian adaptation, and without reser- 
vation, but with the added dignity of the 
sacrament!, the early church readily ao- 
ccpt«d tliege element*. 


Through tbe long centuries of the dark 


ages the seamen carried their superstitious 
practices along and appealed to 'the sainta 
of the calendar for ^rotestlon, naming 
their vessels, by way of propitiation, after 
one or more of them.

peculiar inherent predisposition, which ; 
exists only in a limited number of imli- ! 
viduala, is nooesaary for the developuioat 
of this straage dlseam. There Is no reason 
to believe that leprosy Is a hereditary dis- 
ease.—North American Review.

Spain s Great Army of 100,000 Men Who 


Must Leave the Pearl of the Antilles 


Without Firing a Shot.

Til* Spanish peace commissioner* who 


are arranging for the transfer of Cuba 
to the bmted States and who are now 
holding their sessions at Havana have 
been eiien ordeis by the representa- 
tives of this country to have the ti oops 
now occupying the fortified cities there 
evacuate at once The mandate was is- 
sued by the American commissioners to 
comply with one ot the articles in the 
protocol, which \\as signed a short time 
ago and in which it was stated that the 
e\acuat!on of the island by Spanish 
troops should be begun immediately. 
The Spaniards seem to have paid no 
attention to this clause and it is a well 
kno\in fact that Premier Sagasta had 
instructed the Spanish representatives 
to delai the proceedings as long is pos- 
sible for no other reason tt is believed, 
than to annoi the Amei can commis- 
sioners Their game his. like most 
things done by the dons proved a fail- 
ure and thev have not only been re- 
quested to get their troops away, but a 
demand has been made *o remove them 
Immediately, so that the American sol- 
diers who are to do duty there may be 
placed in charge of the fortifications 
There has been no trouble with the 
Spanish troops in Porto Rico 
They 


have been brought to the seacoast 
tou ns from the interior and most of 
them are no\v on transports on their 
nay to the home countrj 
In Cuba it 


has been different for with the excep- 
tion of the troops that surrendered at 
Santiago none of the others has been 
sent home and it might be said here 
lhat the troops w ere sent from Santiago 
at the expense of the United States 
government while those that are still 
on the inland will have to be sent home 
at the expense of Spam 


When the United States commission- 


ers started for Havana where they 
were to meet the Spanish representa- 
tives they expected trouble by delays 
They were however prepared to meet 
every move that might be made by the 
dons and no surprise w as occasioned 
™ hen the order to remove the troops 
was handed to General Gonzalez Parra- 
do, president of the Spanish commis- 
sion of capitulation 
It is not to bo 


wondered at that the troops, and espe- 
daily those in Havana are reluctant 
to lea\ e as the majority of them have 
endured all manner of hardships and, 
with the exception of a few skirmishes 
outside the city with the insurgent 
forces have not fired a shot during the 
wir There are now more than 120 000 
soldiers, both regulars and vtrtunteers, 
in Havana Their position is almost 
Impregnable It would be well nigh im- 
possible for an enemy to conquer the 
place by force of arms and there is no 
fleet of warships in any of the navies 
of the world that roald cause the city 
to surrender 
05 bombardment 
Ha- 


vana is one of the best fortified cities in 
the world and it is not to be wondered 
at that the Spanish delay In evacuating 
it 
It is indeed a very bitter pill for ] 


them to swallow Day after day toe I 


men have watched the fleet of Ameri- 
can warships from Morro Cat>%> with- 
out getting i telling shot at them They 
have seen nothing of the land forces, 
and, while it has been said they were 
ti illinB and anxious to fight, they will b« 
obliged to leave the country without 
having had even so much as a skirmish 
with our troops 


We had less than 20,000 troops at San- 


tiago when that stronghold fell 
In 


fact there was never more than that 
number of American soldiers on the Is- 
land at any time 
Very nearly 25,000 


Spanish troops were surrendered when 
Santiago capitulated, and now more 
than four times that number will he 
compelled to move out of the Island de- 
feated 
It will be necessary <o have 


these tioops evacuate the island before 
the American boldiers can take charge 
and as they will begin to leave the 
United States very shortly for that sec- 
tion of Uncle Sam a new territory the 
Spaniirds will have to do considerable 
hustling, as there Is a good deal of work 
ahead of them Never In the history of 
the w orld has such a thing taken place 
as the removal of so large a body of 
men from one place While there are 
more than 120 000 men now serving the 
arms of Spain, not all of them will be 
transferred to the home country. Some 
of them are volunteers and with few 
exceptions, reside in Cuba The volun- 
teer corps will be disbanded, and they 
will be mustered out ot the service, as 
were some of the national guard regi- 
ments of our own country which served 
during the war 
In all there will prob- 


ably be about 100,600 troops to be trans- 
ported to Spain, and it will take con- 
siderable time and money to accom- 
plish it 


According to the terms of the proto- 


col, they will have to be shipped back 
to the home country in Spanish vessels, 
and It is believed it will be difficult to 
find enough vessels flying the Spanish 
colors that will be suitable for the work 
required of them. To gain some idea of 
the co'st of transportation and the num- 
ber of vessels required It Is only neces- 
sary to recall the price paid by the 
United States government for the 
transportation of General Toral s troop* 
to Spain The sum paid per man was 
about $35, and, taking this as a fair rate 
for what it will cost Spain to get her 
soldiers home, she will spend in trans- 
portation alone $3 500 OUO 
It would take 


nearly 50 ships of the big ti ansatlantio 
type, such as the American line steam 
era St Louis and St Paul, to carry 
them all1-at one- tine. There are not 
enough transports In the United States 
and Spanish navies to accomplish the 
work at one time, and it would take 
more tha 
a week to fat tb,e men ov 


| board the Teasels. Then there are many 
of the tioops that are sick either from 
fever or wounds received during en- 
| easements Special care will have to 
! be taken of them and larger quarters 
affoided The City of Rome, which ves- 
sel was chattered by Admiral Cervera 
to carry his sailors back to Spain, is 
one of the largest transatlantic steam- 
ers and, according to reports, was con- 
siderably crowded when the 1,700 men 
went on board But the order haa been 
given, and the Spanish troops will have 
to evacuate their former strongholds in 
order to make room for the American 
ti oops The work of getting them away 
will be watched with considerable In- 
terest by the nations, as It will be the 
only time in the history of the world 
that such a gigantic matter has been 
undertaken, and the work IB to be done 
by a badly crippled power. 


It took but about .20,000 men to con- 


quer the Spaniards in Cuba and now 
that the war has been brought to an 
end and the victorious country is get- 
ting ready to occupy her new posses- 
sions it will take, according to the le 
ports of the war department, 40 COO 
men, or about twice as many troops 
as were necessary to bring the enemy to 
terms, to garrison the island They will 
be sent to Cuba, and as fast as the 
Spaniards evacuate the cities and forti- 
fications the United States troops will 
occupy them 
Most of the troops that 


w 111 be sent there for duty will be from 
the Infantry branch of the service 
There will be several regiments of in- 
fantry and cavalry and a few batteries 
of artjflery The latter will be placed ir 
the fortifications along the coast, while 


the cavalry wilt be piaeed in the moun- 
tains and interior towns The cavalry 
will be used more for the purpose of 
getting rid of the guerrillas who even 
In times of peace roam through the 
country committing deeds such as the 
desperadoes of the west did In the early 
days of the frontier The Infantry will be 
placed mostly In the large cities, where 
they will do garrison duty and police 
work until the government has settled 
Its affairs and matter* run smoothly.

Every time Emperor Nicholas of Rus- 


sia takei a trip through any part of IUB 
vast empire extraordinary measure! 
ar* taken by the authorities to guaid 
him These conditions have becom* 
Intolerable to the emperor, who has re- 
cently been Journeying a good deal fgf 
the preparations Invariably designed to 
protect him haic convinced him that 
his people are dissatisfied and that he 
cannot rely on their loyaltj or affec- 
tion 


The emperor of Hussla Is regarded an 


being later when traveling abroad, 
even in Germany, than at home In Bus- 
sia, for, whereas tn Germany a pilot en- 
gine running in advance of his special 
train is considered an adequate precau- 
tion, In Russia the entire line over which 
he travels, no matter whether It be the 
whole breadth of Russia from Bt Pe- 
tersburg on the Baltic to Llvidia on the 
Black sea Is lined on either side with 
sentinels stationed within 100 yards of 
one another who stand with their 
backs toward the Imperial train as It 
rushes past, with their rides loaded and 
with oiders to fire without challenge or 
warning at any human being who ap- 
proaches w ithin 500 yards of the track

granted that if a sentinel does turn hit 
head toward the train It is with the ob- 
ject of making some attempt upon tn« 
emperor s life by discharging his rifle 
or hurling an infernal machine at the 
train 


Nor Is this all All houses and cot- 


tages within a certain distance of the 
track have to be temporarily vacated 
by their owners, who are obliged to 
camp out until the dark blue and heav- 
ily gilded imperial train has passed la 
the neighboring villages the children 
are locked up Indoors and everybody 
keeps out of sight The stations are all 
emptied, save of officials 
Passenger 


and goods traffic is suspended alto- 
gether 
The imperial train

through the bigger stations without 
stopping and only halts at small road-

It is thus that the czar and his con-
